The Scientyfic 
American gives the following descrip- 
tion of the invention: The motor is 
precisely like one of Mr. Edison's 
electrical generators, figured and de-

energy by a single generator. 

The current thus created is conveyed 
to the track by two copper wires, one 
wire being connected with each rail. 
The armature of the locomotive makes 
four revolutions to one of the irive 
wheels. The machine is managed 
about like a steam locomotive, and it 
pushes ahead with wonderful energy.
